Estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  at  3,639,000  gallons  for 
August,  the  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and 
oils  other  than  milk-fat  vras  6"  percent  smaller  than  that  of  August  last  year. 

Sharp  decreases  in  Illinois  and  Missouri  and  a small  decrease  in  Texas  were  more 
than  sufficient  to  offset  increases  in  Alabama,  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma,  Output  was 
unchanged  from  a year  ago  in  all  western  states  permitting  the  manufacture  of 
frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat:  Oregon,  California, 
Montana  and  Nevada, 

August  production  this  year  was  at  about  the  same  level  as  the  Anigust  output 
of  1994,  with  gains  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas  and  Montana  countering 
losses  in  Illinois,  Missouri  and  California, 

Production  of  Mellorine  advanced  1 percent  between  July  and  August,  compared 
with  a gain  of  9 percent  at  this  season  last  year  and  a decline  of  7 percent  be- 
tween these  months  in  1994.  BetxTOen  July  and  August  this  year,  output  rose  in 
Alabama  and  Texas,  but  dropped  in  Ill.inois,  Missouri,  Oregon  and  California,  No 
change  was  indicated  for  the  other  "Mellorine"  states. 

In  the  first  8 months  of  1996,  Mellorine  production  totaled  23,339,000  gallons, 
or  1 percent  more  than  in  that  period  of  1999  and  4 percent  larger  than  the  January- 
August  output  of  1994. 

For  August  1999.  Mellorine  production  was  estimated  at  3,870,000  gallons,  or  7 
percent  larger  than  the  output  of  August  1994.  Increases  occurred  in  all 
"Mellorine-producing"  states  except  California, 

Production  of  ice  cream  during  this  August  x-jas  estimated  at  72,209,000 
gallons  --  a decrease  of  4 percent  from  the  August  output  last  year.
